TBM MEETING. 

The public have spoken and their ver- 
dict U unanimously in favor or the sup- 
pression of gambling.

The mayor presided 
and there were present members of the 
executive, members of the Dominion and 
provincial parliaments, three ex-mayors, 
members of the town council, and men 
representing the clergy, the law, the arts 
and sciences, the manufacturing, mercan" 
tile and mechanical intoreatB. Fair wo- 
man was there, too, in large force to en- 
courage with her presenco and approving 
smiles the efforts that a few earn- 
est men are putting forth for the 
moral regeneration' of tins lovely 
city. The speeches were generally forcible 
and to the point. The victory for Law ami 
Order is most decided. All good citizens, 
and especially those who have sons growing 
up in the province, will rejoice at the grand 
results achieved. Tin' city government and 
the police know uo\v that every step they 
may take in the direction of punishing 
vice will be sustained by the citizens. Let 
them go to work in earnest and extirpate 
the last vestige of lawlessness that exists in 
our midst. 

BRITISH COLUMBIA'S TOWING 
INTERESTS IN JEOPA RUY. 



Few people are uware that under the un- 
fair administration of the Dominion Coast- 
ing Acts the towing interests of this port and 
province are in danger of extinction. Some- 
thing like $200,000 lias been invested y 
enterprising citizens in towbotits of a su- 
perior class aud the owners now learn that 
they have no protection against the inva- 
sion by American tuys of rights which be- 
long to our citizens. At this moment the 
local fleet— comprising tho Alexander, Sar- 
donyx and Pilot — lie comparatively idle, 
while nearly every day the announcement 
is made that the American tug Holyoke, or 
some other steamer belonging to the other 
sido, has picked up n British or American 
ship and towed her to Burrard Inlet, Nanai- 
mo or Departure Day; and then in a few 
days follows the announcement that the 
same or another American tug has towed 
the vessel to sea. Last month an Ameri- 
can tug earned several thousand dollars tow- 
ing ships through British waters to British 
ports of entry. During the same period the 
British Columbia fleet towed but two ships 
to tho coal and lumber ports. Sf'me years 
ago a witty Western writer proposed that as 
the grasshoppers had eaten every green 
thing iu the Kansas country the people 
should retaliate by eating the grasshopper! 
The first question that will naturally occur 
to any person who may read this article is, 
why don't the British tugs retaliate by tow- 
ing ships into American waters? The 
answer is the same as was made when it 
was proposed to eat the grasshoppers. 
They can't. The American coasting laws 
do not permit a British tug to tow a vessel 
whoso last port of departure was American 
into an American port. American coasting 
laws are very strict. They are also very 
unfair, because they do not allow our tugs 
to do in American waters what the Ameri- 
can tugs do in ours. There is no use in 
trying to conceal the fact that with a law in 
existence which discriminates against Brit- 
ish and in favor of American bottoms stock 
in towboats is a poor investment. The 
federal act reserves to the Dominion gov- 
ernment power to regulate all sueh matters 
by proclamation. Has the attention of that 
government been called to the existence of 
this grave injustice'.' and if so, what has 
been the reply ? It would seem as if there 
should be no difficulty in procuring immed- 
iate relief by the banishment from these 
waters of American tugs until the I'. S. 
governmont shall have extended to British 
vessels reciprocal privileges. 

A Lover <»1 tlic L«i|icr. 

To the Editor; — In your issue of this 
morning we read the flippant fulmina- 
tions of something supposed to be a man, 
writing under the caption, "The Chinese 
Question." He signs the name "Observ- 
er" and advocates the interests of the 
almond eyed and pig-tailed Mongolian. 
Ysu who, in season or out of season, have 
never failed to deprecate the advent to our 
shores of these locusts probably gave space 
to the communication from a love of fair- 
ness and tho journalistic pructice of giving 
a hearing to both sides- tiia iiinn da plume 
"Observer" is one which would naturally 
make us think that he is a man casting an 
eagle-eyed glance over the affairs of the 
day, but his vision must be oblique, and 
his mind dethroned of reason. In bin 
madness he protests against that to which 
ovory lover of fair Columbia, to wit, the 
wisost councils of her chosen friends, the 
legislature and the honored executive — 
has Btamped a seal upon a legislative act 
expressive of a will to exclude from our 
ahoros this objectionable race. "Ob- 
server says: "This pursuit of knowledge 
under difficulties by the Mongolians may 
be very comical, but it suggests compari- 
sons by no means flattering to our own 
race." To this sentence we will only re- 
ply in the words of an eminent author 
"Bret Hart," 

"For ways that are dark 
And tricks that are vain, 
The heathen Chinee is peculiar." 
Insulting the woman who bore him 
"Observer" dares to say that he doubts if 
there aro half-a-dozen white men in the 
wholo province who are superior to the 
leprous Chinaman- Again, this brainless 
writer says, "Throughout this province 
the first stop to respectability seems to be 
to hire a Chinaman." Does he iu these days 
of innocence mean to tell us that in his 
childhood days it waa found necessary to 
send across the trackless ocean to the 
Orient to obtain a Chinaman to adminis- 
ter to his infant wants. The fact that 
convictions in our courts have been 
registered against "Observer's" tawny 
friends for crimes that to polite ears are 
not inviting is a sufficient refutation of 
"Observer's" taunt. The so-called "Ob- 
server," blind to the current facts of the 
day in his proud assumptions, is a kind of 
Oscar Wilde, but differing from him, ami 
presents us iu Chinese love with a poppy 
for the sunflower.

They had a 
quarrel about a sheep killed by a dog 
of the former. David threatened to 
kill tbe dog and the younger brother 
infuriated, drew a revolver and tired. 

Atlanta, May 11. — Van Nordena, 
popular Atlanta musician, had a quarrel 
with a woman recently, aud drew his pis- 
tol upon her. Ho was placed under bonds 
but dreaded his trial so much that ho shot 
himself. Ho leaves a family. 

New York, May 10. — A startling state- 
ment in connection with the policy-shop 
business in this city in 1881-82 was made 
to tbe Assembly investigating committee 
here to-day. L. VV. Clark, who wrs con- 
fidential clerk of Upington, the policy 
man, when Upington's place was raided 
in 1882, said on the witness stand that a 
combination was made by the Comissioner 
of Jurors of Canfield county, Clerk But- 
ler, tho policy commissioner, tho district 
attorney, and a number of police justices 
by means of which by tho payment of §0,- 
000 a month to these parties he was able 
to protect the policy business from inter- 
ference from the authorities. Upington, 
he said, also succeeded in forcing an 
agreement out of Simmons, another policy 
man, by which the former was to receive 
50 per cent of the hitter's business. Col. 
John R. Fellows afterwards in the district 
attorney's office drow up the agreement.

A IConim-Kii l»I<» Coincidence. 

The Derbyshire Times says there is 
a very curious coincidence in the death 
of the Duke of Albany. His grand 
uncle tin? Duke of York and Albany 
died in almost a similar way, about the 
same age, and only about .'10 miles 
away from the same spot. Fitzgerald 
in his "Lives of the Royal Dukes and 
Princes of the family of George 111.," 
says: — "In the month of September, 
17G7 (September I 7 ),the Duke of York 
anil Albany, who was as usual travell- 
ing abroad, were seized with a fatal 
illness at Monaco, and died. This gay 
aud intpjesting Priuce was not thirty 
years of age and had made a favour 
able impression on every one he en- 
countered." The account goes on to 
say that the prince died of a malignant 
fever after a severe illness of 11 days 
and then says: — "His Royal Highness 
had danced rather too much at the 
chateau of a person of fashion, and this 
had not only fatigued him but occasion- 
ed a very strong perspiration." The 
writer then describes the prince as hav- 
ing taken cold anil neglecting precau- 
tions he became rapidly worse and ul- 
timately died. The parallel goes fur- 
ther iu some small items, the Captain 
Percival of that day being Captain 
Wrottesh y, upon whom fell the melan- 
choly duty of breaking the news to the 
Royal family. All the arrangements 
neccessary in connection with his ap- 
proaching death were made by the 
Duke himself, wo are told, and the 
author then says: — "After Ins Roval 
Highness had settled this arrangement 
lie seemed remarkably easy. He de- 
clttred himself perfectly resigned to the 
Divine will, and he spoke of of hi sdis 
solution with all the piety and resolu- 
tion of a Christian and a man, acting 
up to those exalted characters to his 
latest breath." This parallel is cer 
tainly curiously and painfully interest- 
ing at the present time, tin- names of 
the two Royal Dukes, t heir ages, the 
circumstances of tbeir deaths, and the 
locality all being so singularly coinci- 
dent. Kveu the dates (17G7-1884) 
have this peculiarity, that if the num- 
erals in each case he added together 
limy amount to the same. — 21 

TWO DEFEATS. 

How (lie Bankruptcy Hill ami 
lite Free Trade Art Meas- 
ure Tared in file 
House. 

Washington, May 20.- -The house yes- 
terday refuted by a vote of 127 to llii to 
suspend tho rules and tix a day for con 
sideration of the bill to establish a uni- 
form system of bankruptcy. While a ma- 
jority of tho house were in favor of this 
motion the necessary two-thirds could not 
be obtained. It is considered that this 
vote practically ruins the chances for the 
enactment tins session of a bankruptcy 
law. 

TUE FKl'.K THAI>K AIM' KILL. 

The failure to secure consideration of 
the bankruptcy bill was partially offset by 
the overwhelming defeat of the ways and 
means committee in its attempt to pass the 
bill to reduce the rates of duty on works 
of art to 10 per cent ad valorem. A duty 
of lit) per cent, is at present imposed unon 
works of art of foreign artists, while the 
projections of American painters are ad- 
mitted free of duty. 

Chicago's Latest Enterprise, 

Chicago, May 5.— A stock company of 
Now York and Chicago capitalists, repre- 
senting §500,000, has been organized to 
erect the Chicago Roman colliseum, which 
will be like the Madison Square garden iu 
New York, though on a much larger scale. 
Don Costello, the celebrated New York 
showman and "miner," iu one of the lead- 
ing spirits of the enterprise. A lease of 
ton years with tho privilege of twonty has 
been obtained of the vacant block at Wa- 
bash avenue and Congress street. The 
building will be 110x320 feet facing on the 
avenue. Tho stage will be tho largest in 
the world, 00x110 feet. The building 
will accommodate 15,000 persons, the seat- 
ing capacity of the theatre being 0,000. It 
ia expected to be ready to open by Thanks- 
giving day.

Mr. Pearse said the resolution charged i 
, that gambling was now going on, but 
[ when ne was on the grand jury they re- 
! ported that gambling had ceased lie 
thought they must till agree that gambling : 
was a gro-it moral evil. Tho chief jus tic j 
hail clearly laid down what gambling was, 
and many a young man had been ruined | 
by this vice. On his hist trip to England I 
ho encountered a polished gambler on | 
board ship. One night they robbed u 
young man from the western States of 
LT00 and several more of other sums; one, 
a poor musician with only L'T in his pocket, 
who was afterward accused by tho gam- 
blers of having robbed them, lie thought 
therefore that gambling was a pernicious 
vice. ( Applause L He felt assured that, 
till right minded men would support this 
resolution, and encourage the authorities 
and the police in doing their duty, and 
give them their sympathy and support. 
(Loud applause). 

Hon. Mr. Drake, in supporting the 
resolution, said he thought the object of 
the meeting was to sustain the corpora 
tion in suppressing gambling in licensed 
houses (applause), by which young men 
were led astray, and the punishment came 
on their friends. He was convinced the 
system of open gambling ought to be 
stopped. (Applause), No doubt many 
there had taken a hand in the game. 
(Laughter and applause). In regard to 
the police magistrate and the corporation 
neither were on their trial, but he believ- 
ed that in future there would bo more 
earnestness displayed by the authorities 
in this matter. (Applause). 

The resolution was then carried unani- 
mously amid loud cheers. 

Mr. Sargison, tho secretary, reported 

that Mr. W. F. Tollllie the vet of the 

next resolution was absent, lie then read 
the following letter winch was received 
with loud applause:

His worship then put the resolution, 
which was carried unanimously amidst 
h ud cheering.

Tho de- 
fendant is not licensed, nor over had a 
license granted to him. I saw a Hydah 
Indian named Billy, his klootchmaii, and 
Billy Stevens another Indian, coming out 
of the defendant's place on Monday last; 
one of them carrying a coat. Tho Indians 
told me that they hail taken it from pawn; 
the defendant had been formerly convicted 
in court for practising as a pawnbroker 
without a license. 

Billy, a Hydah Indian, deposed ho went 
to defendant's store to sell a coat, but the 
defendant would not buy it; defendant 
said he would loan him six bits on it if he 
would come back before Saturday and pay 
a dollar, and have it returned; shortly 
after ho left the defendant hu met Mr. 
Aaronson down the street with whom he 
hud pawned a watch— and told him what 
out of society and if j he had done, when Mr. Aaranaou told him 
sorely need to lay j to go and get the coat back; at that time 
Billy Stevens came up nnd ho borrowed 
two bits from him and went with him and 
his kloutchmun, paid the dollar, and re- 
covered the coat. 

Thomas Russell, Esq., the city assessor, 
testitiod that the defendant was not 
licensed on the 19th instant or any other 
time. 

Mr. Davio again addressed the court 
contending tho charge hud been fully pro- 
ven, and dwelling on the injury which oc- 
curred in such cases to those who puid a 
license . 

Mr. Hall for the defenco contended , 
that defendant had simply engaged in a | 
mercantile transaction and that it was not 
proved a pawnbroking business was car- 
riod on.

Hitherto we have been in the habit of 
importing the best part of our carriages 
from San Francisco or Canada, and all 
our hack carriages which C03t over §1000 
each manufactured there, while it would 
have been much better if they could have 
been turned out in Victoria. We are 
glad that this has at last been dono and 
that the pioneer hack carriage of the pro- 
vince nitulo its appearance on tho streets 
lust evening. It is a "five light" landau, 
of handsome design and finish, built at 
the shop of Mr. William Grimm for Mr. 
Minckler who is lately from the upper 
country, and intends commencing tho 
hack business in Victoria. The body of 
tho carriage is pointed a dark lake color 
and the wheels black, striped with greon. 
It is pluced on platform springs, and 
fitted with Collins English patent axlea. 
The carriage can be used either as an 
open or closed vehicle, and weighs about 
1500 lbs. The interior is handsomoly up- 
holstered in green morocco with spring 
backs and cushions. The upholstering 
has been done by Mr. F. Norris and tho 
painting and varnishing, which are of ex- 
cellent finish, by Mr. Beck. Mr. Minck- 
ler deserves very great credit for having 
his carriage built in Victoria, and ho has 
been ably seconded by those engaged in 
getting out such a strong, well designed 
and handsome vehicle, and we trust the 
pioneer British Columbia landau will 
prove a bonanza to its owner, and that 
henceforth our hack carnages will all be 
built in Victoria.

Nunaimo. 

(Free Press.) 

Last fall we alluded to the fact that a 
number of Chinamen were engaged in min- 
ing on the Nanaimo river and its tributary, 
Boulder creek. Lust week Messrs. L. Page 
and J. Allen, of his city, visited the head- 1 
waters of tho Nanaimo river and its tributar- I 
ies. They found that tho Chinese hud 
abandoned the diggings, apparently leaving j 
in disgust. On Boulder creek they had I 
done but little work, while on Nanaimo ' 
river tho work was of an extensive charac- 
ter. There they had erected two largo and 
substantial lo^ houses, packing the timber 
at least half a mile. On the gravel bank 
they had sunk 10 or 12 prospect holes down , 
to the bed-rock, through tightly packed 
gravel and largo boulders. The Chinamen 
hud run a tunnel a short distancfl into the 
hill. In neither place did they meot with ' 
any satisfactory results. Messrs. Page and 
Allen saw the rookers.long torus and sluicos 
left by the Chinamen, also a pick stuck in , 
a prospect hole. This gravel bed is about 
a mile above Nanaimo river falls, and con- 
sists of packed gravel and boulders, while 
on the opposite bank of the river are high 
and almost perpendicular blurt's of conglom- 
erate rock. Page and Allen did consider- 
able prospecting but could only tiud the 
color of very tine gold, which it would never 1 
puy to mine in such hard ground. The 
Mongolians were led awaj by finding u good 
pocket or two when they first commenced 
operations, and consequently went into op- 
erations quite extensively. From the work 
done it is estimated there must have been 
thirty working for several months. The 
general impression is that paying diggings 
will yet bo found on the Nanaimo river, , 
and even now men are out there prospect- 
ing. 

On Sunday morning Mr. William Henry 
.Jenkins, a well known pioneer resident of 
this district, died suddenly at the Depar- 
ture Hay Hotel, Departure Hay. The de- 
ceased was a native of Cornwall, England, j 
and aged about (10 years. 

It is stated that the Vancouver Coal Min- 
ing and Lund Company have purchased 
Unit extensive trnct of coal lands in the im- 
mediate vicinity of this city known as the 
Harewood Estate. This tract contains 
over 9000 acres, and for the hist twenty 
years has been looked upon as valuable for 
coal. Mr. Bulkley opened a mine on the 
estate a few years ago, but after a short 
trial was forced to succumb In the hands 
of an experienced company like the Van- 
couver Coal Company, we have not the 
slightest doubt but that valuable and oxten- 
sivo seams of coal will be found and worked 
on this ostato. We congratulate the com 
puny on obtaining such a valuable acquisi- 
tion to their already large estate.
